Although  our  family  cannot  boost  of  a  Revolutionary  ancestor  as 
seems  to  be  an  endeared  treasure  to  most  American  genealogists,  we 
can  say  that  the  family  roots  in  America  were  transplanted  from  Eng¬ 
land  after  1800.  By  that  time  the  United  States  had  her  independence 
from  England  and  was  flourishing  and  she  served  as  a  haven  for  those 
who  after  1820  found  their  mother  country  in  a  distressing  state.  The 
new  country  presented  a  new  start  where  one  could  acquire  land  and 
moke  a  living.  Settlements  by  this  time  were  made  west  of  the 
Appalachian  Mountains,  and  thus  we  find  many  of  the  English  settling 
in  the  Mississippi  Valley. 


My  grandfather,  as  I  remember  him,  always  let  you  know  that  the 
Potter  family  was  real  folks ,  a  good,  honest,  hard  working  pioneer 

family -  large  in  number.  They  settled  in  the  hilly  and  wooded  areas 

of  Scott  and  Morgan  counties,  Illinois  where  they  could  get  fuel  and 
lumber  for  homes.  His  mother,  Mary  Elliott  Potter  was  "a  real  cook 
and  got  things  done".  However,  she  was  said  to  have  had  a  temper  and 
at  times  would  lock  herself  in  her  room  away  from  the  family  until 
her  anger  subsided.

Our  Potter  lire  goes  beet:  to  one  J OHT  POTTER  wrho  \i  s  born  in 
1777  in  England  end  who  died  July  bo,  id' 5 5  at  the  eye  of  76  peers. 

He  married  Elizabeth  Belt  previous  to  1000;  she  was  born  in  1700, 
probably  in  Darlington;  she  died  Peb.  23,  1064  at  the  .  ge  of  76  years. 
They  lived  at  Hirlcby, Poors ide,  Yorkshire,  England. 

The  above  dates  and  the  following  record  of  their  children  were  found 
among  the  papers  of  Catherine  Ann  ( Yellows )  Potter  written  on  a 
double  sheet  of  paper.  It  was  probably  written  by  one  of  the  sons, 
Henry  Potter. 

It  is  rumored  in  one  of  the  Potter  lines  that  there  wore  two 
brothers  who  cane  to  America,  but  one  has  been  lost  track  of;  the 
one  who  came  to  America  was  Henry  Potter.

"Henry  Potter  was  born  ITov,  14,  1014  at  Kirby,  Yorkshire 
England,  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1049  end 
died  very  suddenly  of  rheums tisn  of  the  heart  while  on 
the  way  from  his  form  in  Morgen  county  Illinois  to 
Jacksonville,  July  7th  1076.  He  was  converted  in  his 
17th  year  end  attached  himself  to  the  Primitive 
Methodist  Church  in  which  he  was  a  very  active  member 
till  he  came  to  the  United  States.  lie  then  became 
identified  with  the  Methedast  Episcopal  Church  of 
which  he  was  a  faithful  member  at  his  death.  He  was 
a  man  of  religious  convictions  and  lived  according  to 
the  principles  of  Christianity  and  was  much  res nected 
for  his  moral  work,  worth,  and  general  integrity, of 
character.  Yet  he  never  gloried  in  the  righteousness 
of  good  works  but  confessed  that  his  salvation  end  hope 
of  immortal  glory  was  by  faithe  in  the  atonement  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  in  all  his  conversations  on  this 
subject  he  expressed  himself  as  having  “'overcome  by 
the  blood  of  the  Lamb".  He  was  anxious  that  his  family

A.  EDWARD  WILSON,  son  of  William  and  Sarah  Wilson  was  born  August  27, 
1794  in  Pontefract,  England,  county  of  Yorkshire;  William  Wilson 
is  listed  as  a  laborer  in  the  indenture,  though  the  family  must  have 
had  a.  bit  of  money  for  they  wrote  to  Edward  and  sent  things  to  his 
family.  Edward  was  apprenticed  at  the  age  of  fourteen  to  a  tailor 
where  he  learned  the  trade  and  it  stood  him  in  good  stead  for  he 
practiced  it  in  America.  The  original  apprenticeship  paper  has  been 
Lent  in  the  family  and  the  following  is  a  copy  of  it: 


‘•THIS  INDENTURE  made  the  fourth  day  of  July  in  the  thirty  eighth  year 
of  the  reign  of  our  soverign  Lord  G-eorge  the  third  by  the  Grace  of 
God,  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  King,  Defend¬ 
er  of  the  Eaith,  and  in  the  ye:  r  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eigh  hundred 
eight  between  WILLIAM  WILSON  of  Pontefract  the  county  of  York, 
laborer,  and  EDWARD  WILSON  his  son  of  the  one  part  and  RUES  READER 
of  Pontefract  aforesaid  tailor  of  the  other  part: 


"Witnesseth,  That  the  said  Edward  Wilson  hedth  of  his  own  Pree  Will, 
and  with  the  Consent  of  liissaid  Father  Put  and  ’Bound  him  self 
Apprentice  to  Dwell,  Remain,  and  Serve  from  the  day  of  the  date  hereof 
for,  during  and  until  the  Term  of  seven  years  thence  next  Following 
be  fully  completed  and  Ended.

lie  served  his  apprenticeship,  then  married  about  1815  or  1816  and 
doubtlessly  practiced  his  trade  in  Pontefract,  About  this  time  and 
in  the  132os  there  was  a  general  migration  of  Englishmen  to  the 
we stern  farm  lands  of  the  middle  west.  In  Morgan  county  a  settlement 
of  Yorkshire  families  settled  close  to  Allinson’s  Mound.  Edward 
Wilson  and  his  wife  Anna  Clark  and  family  probably  had  received  letters 
from  earlier  migrants  to  Morgan  county,  or  someone  in  Pontefract  had, 
for  by  1329  the  family  was  readyto  come  to  America,  Through  bits 
of  old  yet  treasured  paper  we  can  find  much  concerning  their  trip.

It  was  only  a  mttc-r  of  several  months  that  the  deeds  show  that  Edward 
Wilson  began  his  buying  of  land  in  Morgan  county.  Among  his  papers  is 
the  first  survey  of  of  eighty  acres  of  land  on  February  2o,  I830. 

He  also  purchased  from  Nimrod  Funk  on  December  21,  1830  a  tract  of 
forty  acres  of  land  for  ('.50.00  located  as  the  south  end  of  Eu  of  SEp, 
Section  5,  T14-R11  (Deed  Book  D,  p  184).  This  12o  acres  became  the 
home  place  and  is  situated  on  the  right  side  of  the  road  from  south 
limits  of  Lynnville  to  the  first  road  to  the  west. 


Edward  Wilson  accumulated  much  land  through  the  years  as  indicated  by

REV.  THOMAS  I.  COULTAS,  pasto£  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
Hillsboro*,  is  a  son  of  George  and  Eliza  (Wilson)  Coultas,  natives  of 
Yorkshire,  England*  George  with  three  of* his  brothers,  ssailed  for 
America  and  landed  at  New  York,  April  14,  1830.  They  went  from  there 
to  Rochester,  Hew  York  where  they  remained -for  a.  few  months.  From 
there- they  went* by  boat  to  Cleveland, • Ohio,  and  from  there  to  Jackson 
ville,  Illinois,  by  way  of  Cincinnati,  Louisville,  and  St.  Louis, 
living  for  a  brief  time  in  each  of  these  places.  Near  Jacksonville 
he  formed  the  acquaintance  of  Eliza  Wilson,  also  a  native  of  York¬ 
shire,  England,  and  who  preceded  him  a  few  years  to  this  country.' 
Their  acquaintance  ripened  into  a  greater  intimacy,  and  on  July  8, 

1835  they  were  married.  Shortly  after  this,  Hr.  Coultas  purchased  from 
the  government  a  trace  of  land  near  Winchester,  then  in  Morgan  county 
Here  he  lived, *  following  agricultural  pursuits  to  the  tine  of  his 
death,  June  lo,  1859.  Mrs.  Coultas,  Senior  died  Oct.  26,1875.

In  September,  1869,  when  he  was  but  a  few  months  past  16  he  was 
regularly  licensed  as  a  minister  and  received  into  the  traveling 
connection  in  the  Illinois  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  perhaps  the  youngest  nan  ever  thus  received  and  put  into  the 
regular  work.  After  serving  churches  in  Sangamon  and  Chaninaign 
counties  respectively  for  two  years,  he  left  the  regular  pastorate 
to  further  prosecute  his  studies.  In  September,  1871  he  entered 
Illinois  Wesleyan  University  at  Bloomington  and  was  graduated  from 
that  institution  in  June,  1875.  Whale  o  student  Mr.  Coultas  disting¬ 
uished  himself  and  brought  honor  to  his  alma  mater  by  representing 
this  institution  in  an  inter-college  contest  in  oratory,  where  eight 
of  the  leading  colleges  of  the  state  contested  in  original  oration 
declaring  him  to  be  the  champion.  By  virtue  of  his

success,  he  renreeahted  the  state  of  Illinois  in  an  inter-state 


contest  in  oratory,  held  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  May,  1875  and 
here  Mr,  Coultas  won  the  gold  medal  over  all  his  competitors.  After' 
his  graduation  he  entered  immediately  uuon  the  work  of  the  ministry. 
After  serving  the  church  at  Barry,  Pike,  county, *  for  four  months  as 
a  supply,  he  was  re-admitted  into  the  conference,  and  was  returned 
to  the  church  for  two  years  in  succession.  After  this  pastorate  he 
very  acceptably  served  the  church  in  PittsM®ld.  From  this  church  he 


was  sent  by  his  conference  to  the  Trinity  Church  in  Quincy,  Here  he 
was  largely  instrumental  in  removing  from  the  church  a  heavy  debt. 
In  September,  1881  he  was  made  pastor  of  the  church  in  Hillsboro, 
and  although  he  has  been  here  but  a  short  tine  ,  he  is  held  in  high 
esteem  by  his  congregation  and  the  community. 


Mr.  Coultas  was  married  ,  November  23,  1875  to  Miss  Angie  Morrison, 
the  daughter  of  Henry  B.  and  Caroline  (Sears)  Morrison,  then  of 
Bloomington,  now  of  Monticcllo,  Illinois  .  Mrs.  Coultas  also  was 
educated  at  Wesleyan  University.

From  the  Morgan  County  History  (Ill)  of 1906  we  find  the  following: 

'•'Richard  Fellows  (deceased)  formerly  a -very  worthy  citizen 
of  Lynnville,  Morgan  county,  Illinois,  where  he  was  for  many 
years  engaged  in  the  tailoring  business;  was  born  in  Birming¬ 
ham,  Warwickshire,  England,  December  11,  1317,  At  the  age  of 
fourteen  years,  he  went  to  Sutton,  England,  for  the  purpose 
of  learning  the  tailor's  trade  and  worked  as  an  apprentice 
in  this  line  for  seven  years  and  three  months,  his  only 
compensation  for  his  labor  being  his  board. -He  then  returned 
to  Birmingham,  where  he  remained  until  1844,  when  he  came 
to  the  United  States.  The  voyage  was  made  on  a  sailing 
vessel  end  consumed  eight  weeks  from  the  day  of  embankment . 
Shortly  after  landing  on  these  shores  he  proceeded  to  New 
Orleans  where  he  remained  until  1349.  Then  he  journeyed  to 
Illinois  and  opened  a  tailor’s  shop  at  Winchester,  which  he 
conducted  for  three  and  a  half  years.  He  then  moved  to 
Lynnville  and  from  1853  lived  in  the  house  where  he  died 
May  5,  1905.  During  this  long  neriod  he  was  engaged  in  the 
tailoring  business* and  in  farming.  In  both  occupations  he 
was  a  very  careful,  diligent  and  painstaking  man,  and  by  ' 
his  close  and  faithful  application  to  the  task  before  him, 
and  his  strict  integrity  ’won  an  enviable  reputation  and  main¬ 
tained  an  excellent  standing  in  the  community.  Although  not 
a  church  member  he  contributed  freely  toward  the  various 
agencies  of  Christian  work.  On  October* lo,  1347  Mr,  Fellows 
was  united  in  marriage  with  Ann  Wilson, * who  died  in  1875. 

In  1378  he  was  wedded  to  Anyce  Woodward,  widow  of  W.J. 
Woodward  and  a  daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Frances  Rucrk.  She 
was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  EpiscopalChurch  for  many 
years^and  an  earnest  Christian  worker.  She  died  May  7,1905. 
Mr.  Fellows  had  no  children.  "

Letter' to  Annie  Thacker  of  Irnlay,  Nevada,  written  by  Harry  Fellows, 
Dec.  9,  1927  from  Hptel  Huntingdon,  Los  Angeles,  Calif: 

,  You  say  you  did  not  know  Uncle  Richard  had  any  children. 

I  do  not  mean  Uncle  Richard  of  Illinois;  The  one  I  write  you  e- 
bout.  I  mean  Uncle  Richard  of  Sheffield,  England.  Your • fa ther 1 s 
and  my  father’s  brother.  .  .  .  You  have  a  cousin  Helen,  the 
oldest  daughter  of  your  uncle  Joseph.  She  is  living  in  Johannes¬ 
burg,  South  Africa  and  reported  very  very  wealthy.  She  married 
a  Hr.  Cooper  who  left  England  to  take  a  position  in  South 
African  Constabulary  or  mounted  police,  some  as  Canadian  govern¬ 
ment  has.  He  became  wealthy  by  trading  with  the  Kaffirs  and 
Lulus,  native  of  Orange  Free  State  and  counties  os  South  Africa, 
They  are  or  were  years  ago  fond  of  cheap  jewelry  and  flashy 
colors  in  scarfs,  etc.,  He  traded  with  them  and  received 
elephant  tusks,  skins,  sontes  which  were  shipped  to  European 
darkest  and  sold  for  big  prices.  Especially  did  he  make  money 
on  the  tusks  which  were  -manufactured  in  England  into  billard 
balls  and  just  three  balls  costs  L90. 00.  I  was*  down  in  South 
Africa  thirty  years  ago  and  I  saw  him  trade  a  lot  of  cheap 
jewelry  and  get  over  one  hundred  tusks  for  it.  Jewelry  costs 
about  lo  pounds  or  fifty  dollars  in  American  money.  The  tusks 
valued  at  more  than  loo  pounds  or  5oo  dollars  each.  Have  seen 
tusks  to  measure  over  12  feet  in  length. The  average  about  7  or 
8  feet.  .  .  . 

w  Our  grandfather  and  Uncle  Richard  of  Lynnville  were  brothers. 
Our  grandfather  had  six  sons  and  one  daughter: 

The  oldest  Joseph,  in  England,  had  a  large  family, 'Who  passed 
away;-  second,  Sam  who  passed  away  in  Louisiana,  no  family. 
Third,  Harry,  in  Nevada.  Fourth  Richard,  also  passed  away  in 
England,  large  family.  Fifth  Tom,  passed  away  in  England, 
my  father;  I  am  only  one  living.  Sixth  Kendrick,  in  England, 
no  family.  He  is  the  one  who  is  taking  care  of  my  little 
property  and  who  I  wrote  you  visited  Uncle  Richard’s  family 
in  England,  The  daughter  Kitty  who  passed  a way  had  a  large 
family.

FELLOWS:  'At-his  hone  on- Sixth  and  Murray  Streets,  Alexandria,  La., 
on  Sunday,  Fcb.  18,  1906,  at  9  a.  m,  Samuel  Fellows,  aged  about  70 
years.  The  funeral  was  held  Monday  morning  from  the  Masonic  Temple  at 
lo  o’clock  and  interment  was  made  in  the  Masonic  square  in  Mt.  Olivet 
cemetery,  Pineville, 

The  deceased  was- ill  about  one  week  and  died  of  appendicitis.  He 
was  born  in  Errington,  England,  on  S  pt,  11,  1836  and  cane  to  America 
at  the  age  of  15  years.  He  moved  to  Alexandria  in  1858  from  Jackson¬ 
ville,  Illinois,  and  elisted  in  the  Confederate  forces  in  the  First 
Calvary  (cavalry?)  Company  that  left  Rapides  Parish.  Whey  were  after¬ 
wards  joined  to  Scott’s  First  Louisiana  Cavalry.  Samuel  Fellows 
served  throughout  the  entire  war  and  was  a  true  hearted  man  and  was 
generous  to  a  fault. 

After  the  war  he  visited  in  England  with  his  parents.  He  was  married 
short  while  before  the  war  to  a  lady  in  Illinois.  He  left  three 
brothers  and  a  sister  in  England.  lie  was  a  cousin  of  Miss  Uellie 
Fellows  and  Mrs.  Sallie  Blackmon  and  the  late  Julius  Ariail,  of  this 
city.  He  was  a  nephew  of  the  late  Joseph  Fellows. 

•For  many  years  the  deceased  was  engaged  in  the  hotel  business 
here,  part^of  the  time  assisting  his  uncle  Mr;  Fellows  at  the  old 
Exchange  Hotel  (or  Ice  House)  on  Front  Street,  and  also  at  other 
places  on  his  own  account.  He  conducted  the  old  Irving  House  on  2nd 
and  DeSota  Streets  for  a  number  of  years. 

He  was  one  of  the  best  hearted,  charitable  men,  that  ever  lived 

in  Alexandria.  If  there  was  anybody  in  distress,  and  it  was  in  the 

powir  of  Sam  Fellows  to  heir  him,  it  was  done.  He  was  an  excellent 

nurse  and  hundreds  have  been  nursed  by  him  without  money  or  price,

If  the  dead  were  to  be  lookedafter,  in  days  gone  by,  the  first 
one  thought  of  for  help,  was  Sam  Fellows.  He  had  a  big  heart.  It  was 
a  pleasure  to  him  to  make  others  happy.  His  pleasure  was  to  soothe 
the  afflicted.  He  had  a  kind  word  for  all.  He  had  no  enemies  because 
his  ways  were:  WP  eece  on  earth  good  will  toward  men.”
